Until December 1st, 1890, the Letter Carriers of the City 

of Toledo, were practically unorganized, although there had 
been several efforts made prior to that date to form a beneficial 
organization, all of which were failures. 

On the date above mentioned Mr. E. B. Langel called a 
meeting of the Carriers, at which he explained the objects of 
the National organization. The result was that a petition was 
forwarded to John F. Victory, praying for a charter as a 
branch of the National Association. The prayer of the peti¬ 
tioners was granted, and Branch 100 held its first regular meet¬ 
ing in old Elks’ hall on December 30th, 1890, and completed 
the organization by electing the following officers: President, 
J. B. Willoh; Vice-President, A. M. Clemons; Secretary, 
P. J. Mattimoe; Financial Secretary, J. J. Forrester; Treas¬ 
urer, M. Walsh.

A constitution was adopted, and the new organization was 
christened “Toledo Branch,’’ in honor of our beautiful city. 
At this time 37 regular carriers were employed in the Toledo 
office, 32 of whom became charter members, each contributing 
$ 1 . 00 , thus forming the nucleus of a fund to be used later for 
beneficial purposes. 

Interest in the Branch soon after began to lag, and many 
meetings were.held during the first three years of its existence 
of which the record reads: “No quorum—adjourned.’’ The 
membership also decreased so that on January 1st, 1894, there 
were but twenty-six members, although the number of Carriers 
had increased to forty-four. The interests of the Carriers were, 
however, looke'd after during this time by the executive 
committee of the Branch, which committee was given full 
power to act.

During the year 1894 quite an increase was made in mem¬ 
bership, but it remained for the last month of the year 1895 to 
make the Association what it now is. There are now sixty-six 
regular Carriers in the office, and fifty-six members of the local 
branch.

HE Lenk Wine Company, which was incor¬ 
porated in 1872, and succeeded to the business 
founded by Mr. Carl Lenk, the President of 
the company in 1867, has grown from the 
smallest beginning until to-day it has become 
one of the largest producers of pure wine in 
the world. The company’s vineyards, cellars 
and offices are located in West Toledo, the 
grounds comprising twenty-eight acres of 
fine, rolling land, splendidly adapted to the cultivation of the 
vine. The grounds are handsomely laid out, and present a 
beautiful appearance of shaded avenues and walks, with ver¬ 
dant, well-kept lawns, embellished with shrubbery and flower 
gardens, and dotted here and there with rustic arbors and summer 
houses of unique design. Upon the grounds are also erected 
numerous spacious and substantial buildings devoted to the 
various departments of the business, and containing facilities 
and appliances for wine pressing, fermentation, storage, bot¬ 
tling, etc. The main buildings are also supplied with base¬ 
ments or cellars, where the wine is stored in huge casks, vary¬ 
ing in capacity from 1,000 gallons to 36,000 gallons each, the 
total capacity being the enormous amount of 850,000 gallons. 
While upon this subject, it will prove of interest to state that 
the company’s cask having a capacity of 36,000 gallons, is the 
largest one of the kind in the world in use, and is exceeded 
only in size by the famous Heidelberg Tun, which has not been 
used in over 100 years. This cask measures 21 feet in length,

and is 20 feet in diameter. It is made of oak, weighs 40,000 
pounds, and rests on a massive cradle, underneath which is a 
solid stone foundation seven feet in thickness. Its top is 
reached by a flight of steps, twenty-nine in number, where there 
is a platform for visitors to view the vault. Its cost was $3,500, 
and it was constructed to hold so large a quantity of wine that 
it might mix and become uniform in quality, color, bouquet, etc. 

The premises of the Lenk Wine Company have long been 
one of the principal sight-seeing attractions of Toledo, and in 
this regard they have been greatly enhanced since the comple¬ 
tion of this monster tun. The leading brands of wine produced 
by the company are their Dry Catawba, Sw r eet Catawba, Iona, 
Norton’s Virginia Seedling, Ives’ Seedling, Claret and Port, all 
of which are standard and well known in every wine market 
throughout the United States. These wines are all made from 
specially selected grapes, unexcelled in quality, flavor, and all 
other essentials for producing a superior grade of wine. Long 
since the demands upon the company have outgrown the pro¬ 
ducts of their own vineyards, and they purchase large quanti¬ 
ties of grapes each year from the Lake Erie Islands and other 
vineyards, the annual consumption of grapes reaching upwards 
of 4,000 tons, the product averaging a half million gallons.

An Association was 
organized ; its primary object was to secure an increased salary 
for Letter Carriers, and its labors during the first year of its 
existence were chiefly to that end. 

The First Annual Convention was held in Boston, in July, 
1890. About fifty'' cities were represented, and there were fifty- 
three branches of the Association. A committee was appointed 
to draft a plan of insurance, and the proposition to extend civil 
service rules to all free delivery offices was urged.

In August, 1891, the Second Annual Convention was held 
in Detroit. The Association had then grown to embrace two 
hundred and thirty-five branches, and a membership of over 
six thousand. An equalization of salaries was approved of, 
and the proposition to extend civil service rules to all free 
delivery offices was further discussed, and it is doubtless due 
largely to the subsequent work of the Association that all 
offices have the same protection. 

At the Third Annual Convention, held at Indianapolis, in 
August, 1892, representatives from three hundred and forty- 
four branches were present. The “ graduated rate ” of assess¬ 
ment was substituted for the “level rate,’’ upon which the 
U. S. Letter Carriers’ Mutual Benefit Association had previ¬ 
ously been conducted. 

The Fourth Annual Convention convened at Kansas City, 
Kas., and proved one of the most interesting ever held by the 
Association. It was at this convention that the extension of 
the civil service to all offices was advocated, and afterwards by 
the work of its committee carried to its present successful state. 

The Fifth Annual Convention met at Cleveland, Ohio, in 
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“I BEEHIVE STORE.”

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August, 1894, and questions affecting the general welfare of 
Carriers and also the service received considerable attention, 
among which might be numbered the Tenure of Office Act, 
which was introduced at the last session of Congress. 

The Sixth Annual Convention was held in Philadelphia, 

September 2d to 7th, 1895. This convention was by far the 

most important gathering of the government employees ever 

held in the United States. It was at this convention that the 

bill recently reported favorably by the Postoffice Committee of 

the National House of Representatives was formulated. This 

is a measure for increase of salary and has the support of the 

\ 

entire committee. Whether it will become a law or not remains 
to be seen. 

The Seventh Annual Convention was held at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., September 7th to 12th, 1896. The Dumpily 
bill,'or Tetter Carriers salary bill, was again taken up and 
endorsed by the convention. Tenure of Office bill was also 
introduced, but it was agreed not to bring the bill before Con¬ 
gress until every effort had been made to pass the salary bill. 
At this convention the working of the U. S. T. C. M. B. A. 
was largely gone into and showed great increase in membership. 

The Eighth Annual Convention was held at San Francisco, 
California, September 4th to nth, 1897. While this conven¬ 
tion was not as largely attended as previous ones, owing to the 


fact of distance from eastern and central states, it made up in 
enthusiasm for its lack of numbers. The Committee on Legis¬ 
lation and Laws reported their efforts in behalf of the passage 
of the Dumphy-Letter Carriers salary bill, which after having 
passed the United States Senate by a unanimous vote, was 
doomed to die in the House of Representatives, having never 
been taken from the Speaker’s desk. The reserve fund of the 
U. S. L. C. M. B. A. came in for a large share of discussion at 
this convention and was only defeated by a very small majority. 
Taken from a general standpoint the convention was a grand 
success. 

The Mutual Benefit Association, which has been in opera¬ 
tion for six years, has reached a membership of 3,340. New 
names are constantly being added, and a point has now been 
reached where one assessment more than pays the benefit, 
which is $3,000. The Association having now passed the 
experimental stage and gained unquestionably solid footing, its 
inexpensive management, well-known hardihood and longevity 
of its members, and consequent low rates of assessment, make 
it the most desirable insurance in the United States. 

The Postal Record , which was made the official organ of the 
National Association of Letter Carriers, in August, 1890, made 
its first appearance in November, 1888, and was edited by 
Alvin G. Brown, who continued at its head until 1891, when

How to Direct and Maie Letters. —Mail matter should be 
addressed legibly and completely, giving the name of the postoffice, and, 
if to a city having a free delivery, the street and number, and the post- 
office box of the person addressed should be added, if he have one. It is 
well to give the county also, and To SPEEE The name of The STATE 
in FUEE. To secure return to the sender in case of misdirection or 
insufficient postage, his name should be written or printed upon the 
upper left-hand corner of all mail matter. The matter w 7 ill then be 
returned to the sender, if not called for at its destination, without going 
to the Dead Letter Office, and, if a letter, it will be returned free. 

Avoid Thin Enveeopes. —Thin envelopes, or those made of weak 
or poor, unsubstantial paper, should not be used, especially for large 
packages. Being often handled, and in the mail bags subjected to pres¬ 
sure and friction, such envelopes are frequently torn open or burst, with¬ 
out the fault of those who handle them. 

REGISTER VaeuabeE Matter.— All valuable matter should be regis¬ 
tered. Registry fee is eight cents, which, with full postage, must be pre¬ 
paid, and name and address of sender must be given on the outside of 
envelope or wrapper. Money should be sent by a money-order or regis¬ 
tered letter. 

Instructions as to Registration, Etc. —All valuable matter to 
be sent by mail should be registered. It will thus receive protection 
which it is not always possible to give it if sent in the ordinary mails. 
Every postmaster is obliged to register mail matter that is properly pre¬ 
pared and offered at the postoffice for registration. All classes of maie- 
abeE matter,including drop or local letters, may be registered; but not 
matter addressed to fictitious names, initials, or box numbers simply, or 
matter bearing vague and indefinite addresses. 


Senders’ Receipts. —The sender of an article accepted by a post¬ 
master for registration is entitled to and should require a receipt for it, 
upon its acceptance by the postmaster; and he is also entitled to a receipt 
properly signed by the person to whom delivery is made, the latter to be 
returned to him by the delivering postmaster when delivery is effected. 

If a return receipt for registered matter addressed to a foreign coun- 
' try be desired by the sender, a demand for The same must be writ¬ 
ten across the face of the enveeope of the registered article. 

The Convenience of Letter Boxes. —Patrons in cities where let¬ 
ter carriers are employed are advised to provide letter boxes at places of 
business or private residences, thereby saving much delay in the delivery 
of mail matter. 

The USE of Maieing Boxes. —When dropping a packet in a mail¬ 
ing box, or into the receptacle at the postoffice, care should be taken that 
the packet falls into the box, and does not stick in the passage. Mail 
matter deposited in any receptacle erected by the Department, such as 
street mailing boxes for the reception of mail matter to be collected by 
letter carriers, or boxes in railroad depots for the reception of matter to 
be collected by employes of the railway mail service, cannot be reclaimed. 
On such receptacles erected in railroad depots, a notice should be affixed 
that they are not intended for reception of matter for city delivery. 

Affix Stamps Firmey. —Postage stamps should be placed on the 
upper right-hand corner of the address side of all mail matter, care being 
taken that they are securely affixed. 

What Postage May be Paid With. —Postmasters are not required 
to accept as payment for postage stamps, etc., any currency which may 
be so mutilated as to be undercurrent or as to render its genuineness

General Suggestions.—A subscriber to a newspaper or periodical 
who changes his residence and postoffice should at once notify the pub¬ 
lisher, and have the publication sent to his new address. 

All inquiries, whether from postmasters or the public, relative to lost 
or missing mail matter of every description, both foreign or domestic, 
ordinary and registered, should be addressed to the Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General, Division of Postoffice Inspectors and Mail Depreda¬ 
tions, Postoffice Department, Washington, D. C., to whom all losses or 
irregularities should be reported as soon as possible after the loss. An 
early report is necessary, as the chance of recovery is thereby increased. 

All inquiries relative to mail matter known to have been sent to the 
Dead Letter Office, should be addressed to the First Assistant Postmaster 
General, Dead Letter Office; and in such cases the letter of inquiry must 
state to whom and what postoffice the article was addressed, and give the 
name and full address of the writer or sender, the date and place of mail¬ 
ing, and a brief description of the contents. If it is known when the 
missing matter was sent to the Dead Letter Office, the date and reason for 
sending should be given. If registered, the number should also be 
furnished. 

Packages of third and fourth-class matter, except single books, must 
not exceed four pounds in weight. 

Letters addressed to persons temporarily sojourning in a city where 
the Free Delivery System is in operation should be marked “ Transient” 
or “ General Delivery,” if not addressed to a street and number or some 
other designated place of delivery. 

The issue of money-orders on credit is prohibited, under the severest 
penalties, and no moneys will be received by a postmaster in payment for 
money-orders issued except that which is legal tender by the laws of the 
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United States, nor can orders be paid in any other cuneucy than that 
herein described. Checks, drafts, or promissory notes are not to be 
received under any circumstances for the issue of money-orders. 

All mail matter arriving at destination upon which postage is col¬ 
lected in money from the recipient, upon delivery, must have affixed 
thereto a brown postage due stamp or stamps equal to the stun collected. 
Persons from whom such postage is required may and are requested to 
demand that such postage-due stamps be affixed by the postmaster or his 
representative when payment is made. 

Classification of Domestic Mail Matter. Domestic Mail Mat¬ 
ter that is, mail matter sent in the mails from some postoffice within the 
United States to some other postoffice within the same—is divided into 
four classes, as follows: 

First-class: Written matter, namely, letters, postal cards, and all 
matter wholly or partly in writing, whether sealed or unsealed (except 
manuscript copy accompanying proof-sheets or corrected proof-sheets of 
the same). All matter sealed or otherwise closed against inspection is 
also of the first class - 

Second-class: Periodical publications, namely, all newspapers and 
other periodical publications which are issued at stated intervals, and as 
frequently as four times a year, which bear a date of issue, and are num¬ 
bered consecutively, are issued from a known office of publication, are 
formed of printed paper sheets, without board, cloth, leather, or other 
substantial binding. To be entitled to entry in this class, such publica¬ 
tions must be originated and published for the dissemination of informa¬ 
tion of a public character, or devoted to literature, the sciences, art or 
some special industry, and must have a legitimate list of subscribers, and 
must not be designed primarily for advertising purposes, or for free cir¬ 
culation, or for circulation at nominal rates. 

Third-class : Books, circulars, pamphlets and other matter wholly in 
print (not included in second-class matter), proof-sheets, corrected proof- • 
sheets, and manuscript copy accompanying the same.

“ Printed matter” is defined by statute to be “the reproduction upon 
paper, by any process except that of hand-writing, of any words, letters, 
characters, figures, or images, or of any combination thereof, not having 
the character of an actual personal correspondence.” 

“A Circular” is defined by statute to be a “printed letter, which 
according to internal evidence, is being sent in identical terms to several 
persons,” and does not lose its character as such by writing therein the 
date name of the addressee or of the sender, or the correction of mere 
typographical errors. 

Fourth-class: Merchandise, namely, all matter not embraced in the 
first, second or third-class which is not in its form or nature liable to 
destroy, deface, or otherwise damage the contents of the mail-bag, or 
harm the person of any one engaged in the postal service, and not above 
the weight provided by law. 

Limit of Weight of Maie Matter.—No package weighing more 
than four pounds shall be received for conveyance by mail, except single 
books weighing in excess of that amount, and except books and docu¬ 
ments published or circulated by order of Congress, or official matter 
emanating from any of the Departments of the Government or from the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Second-class matter is not subject to the four-pound limitation. The 
above limit weight does not apply to matter in foreign mails regulated 
by postal conventions. 

What is UnmaieabeE. —Unmailable matter includes all matter 
which is by law, regulation, or treaty stipulation prohibited from being 
transmitted in the mails, or which, by reason of illegible, incorrect, or 
insufficient address of person or office, cannot be forwarded to destina¬ 
tion or delivered to the person for whom intended. Unmailable matter 
is classified thus: 

Hoed for Postage —Or matter insufficiently prepaid to entitle it to 
be forwarded. This includes domestic matter of the first-class which is 
not prepaid at least one full rate, two cents, and all other domestic mat¬ 
ter not fully prepaid. 
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On and after July i, 1898, the following provision of law—being Sec¬ 
tion 4 of the act of Congress making appropriations for the postal ser¬ 
vice for the next fiscal year, approved on June 13th—went into effect: 

“That second, third and fourth-class mail matter shall not.be returned 
to sender or remailed until the postage has been paid and cancelled. Pre¬ 
payment must be made every time the matter is re-forwarded. Undeliv¬ 
ered second-class matter has also the right of being remailed or for¬ 
warded, when postage therefor is provided by the addressee; but the rate 
of postage on such matter will be one cent for every four ounces or frac¬ 
tion thereof, payable by stamps to be attached.” 

“Undelivered second, third and fourth-class matter may also be 
returned, but only after postage for returning shall have been paid by the 
sender or some one for him. The rate of postage for returning third and 
fourth class matter will be the same as for its first despatch; but the rate 
for the return of undelivered second-class matter will be one cent for 
every four ounces or fraction thereof, payable only by stamps to be 
attached. When postage shall have been furnished for returning matter 
of these classes, the postmaster must apply and cancel the necessary 
stamps, and promptly make return of the matter. 

“If matter of the second, third or fourth class of obvious value remain 
undelivered at a postoffice, the postmaster must notify the sender of the 
fact of non-delivery, and thus give him an opportunity of providing the 
return postage.” 

Misdirected.— That is, matter without address, or so incorrectly, 
insufficiently or illegibly addressed that it cannot be forwarded to its des¬ 
tination. This includes “nixes,” a term applied to designate mail matter 
not addressed to a postoffice, or addressed to a postoffice without the 
name of the State being given, or otherwise so incorrectly, illegibly, or 
insufficiently addressed that it cannot be transmitted. 

Destructive.— That which, from its harmful nature, is forbidden to 
be in the mails. Among these are: Poisons, explosive or inflammable 
articles, live or dead (and not stuffed) animals, insects or reptiles, fruits

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or vegetable matter liable to decomposition, comb honey, guano, or any 
article exhaling a bad odor; vinous, spirituous and malt liquors and 
liquids liable to explosion, spontaneous combustion or ignition by shock 
or jar, (such as kerosene oil, naphtha, benzine, turpentine and other 
liquids of like character). 

Specimens OF ChoeERA Germs. —Disease germs, discharges of any 
kind from diseased persons, or other things of like character, no matter 
how securely put up. 

Coin and Jeweery. —That matter, to-wit: Coin, jewelry, or other 
precious articles, which by the provisions of the conventions with foreign 
countries, are prohibited from being sent in mails to foreign countries. 

Obscene Matter. —This embraces: Every obscene, lewd or lasciv¬ 
ious book, pamphlet, picture, paper, writing, print, or other publication 
of an indecent character; every article or thing designed or intended for 
the prevention of conception or procuring abortion; every article or thing 
adapted or intended for any indecent or immoral use; every written or 
printed card, circular, book, pamphlet, advertisement, or notice of any 
kind giving information, directly or indirectly, where, how, or from 
whom, or by what means any of the hereinbefore mentioned matters, 
articles, or things, may be obtained or made; every letter upon the envel¬ 
ope of which, or postal card upon which indecent, lewd, obscene, or 


lascivious delineations, epithets, terms or language may be written or 
printed. 

Lottery Matter. —That is, letters and circulars known to be con¬ 
cerning lotteries, so-called gift concerts, or other similar enterprises, or 
concerning schemes devised and intended to deceive and defraud the 
public for the purpose of obtaining money under false pretenses. 

MuTieated. —That matter becomes unmailable which is recovered 
from wrecked or burned mail cars or vessels, or which has been so dam¬ 
aged by any other means that it cannot be forwarded to its destination. 
This includes all matter of value found loose in the mails, separated from 
the wrapper, label, or envelope containing the address, so that the direc¬ 
tion cannot be known; and all matter which is recovered from depreda¬ 
tions on the mails, which the Postmaster General is required to restore 
to the owners when ownership is proved. 

Scurrieous Matter. —Matter upon the envelope or outside cover 
or wrapper of which, or postal card upon which, any delineations, 
epithets, terms, or language of an indecent, lewd, lascivious, obscene, 
libelous, scurrilous, defamatory, or threatening character, or calculated 
by the terms or manner or style of display, and obviously intended to 
reflect injuriously upon the character or conduct of another, may be 
written'or printed.

The 
pumping station has a capacity of 45,000,000 gallons daily ; 
about sixty gallons to every inhabitant. Average daily con¬ 
sumption, 9,000,000 gallons ; number of connections with resi¬ 
dences, factories, etc., a little less than 10,000. Number of 
consumers, 55,400. Of cast-iron distributing mains there are 
144 miles, varying in size from sixteen inches to four inches. 
These are supplied by two thirty-inch force mains, each about 
three miles in length. 

As a residt of an abundant supply of water, Toledo’s 
degree of healthfulness is decidedly better than the average of 
American cities, as is shown by reliable statistics. In this con¬ 
nection may be mentioned the important fact that the peculiar 
geographical location of Toledo is such as to insure almost abso¬ 
lute exemption from visits of the meteorological forces so 
destructive elsewhere.

Domestic Rates of Postage 



All mailable matter for transmission by the United States mails 
within the United States is divided into four classes under the following 
regulations: 

First-CXaSvS Matter.—T his class includes letters, postal cards, and 
anything sealed or otherwise closed against inspection, or anything con¬ 
taining writing not allowed as an accompaniment to printed matter 
under class three. 

Rates of letter postage to any part of the United States, two cents 
per ounce or fraction thereof. 

Rates on local or drop letters at free delivery offices, two cents per 
ounce or fraction thereof. At offices where there is no free delivery by 
carriers, one cent per ounce or fraction thereof. 

Rates on postal cards, one cent. Nothing must be added or attached 
to a postal card, except that a printed address slip may be pasted on the 
address or message side. The addition of anything else subjects the card 
to letter postage. A card containing any offensive dun or any scurrilous 
or indecent communication will not be forwarded. Nothing but the ad¬ 
dress must be placed on the face or stamped side. Cards that have been 
spoiled in printing or otherwise will not be redeemed. 

The following act of Congress, approved May 19, 1898, authorizing 
the transmission in the domestic mails of private cards bearing written 
messages, at the postage charge of a cent apiece, is published for 
information : 

“That from and after the first day of July, 1898, it shall be lawful to 
transmit by mail, at the postage rate of a cent apiece, payable by stamps 
to be affixed by the sender, and under such regulations as the Postmaster 
General may prescribe, written messages on private mailing cards, such 



cards to be sent openly in the mails, to be no larger than the size fixed 
by the convention of the Universal Postal Union, and to be approximately 
of the same form, quality and weight as the stamped postal card now in 
general use in* the United States.” 

To be entitled to the privilege given by this act—which applies only, 
to the domestic mails—users of mailing cards must conform to these 
rules : 

1. Cards must not exceed the size of what is now known as the “H” 
postal card, which is 3 % by 5^ inches in dimensions, or be below the 
size of the “ K ” card, which is 2 15-16 by 4 15-16 inches. 

2. The quality of the cards must be substantially that of the Gov¬ 
ernment postal cards. These weigh —the larger 6 lbs. 3 oz., and the 
smaller 5 lbs. a thousand cards. 

3. The color of the card may be white, cream, light gray, or the 
shade of the Government card, which is light buff. 

4. The cards must bear these words, in print, 011 the address side : 
“ Private Mailing Card—Authorized by act of Congress of May 19, 1898.” 
When prepared by printers or stationers for sale, they should also bear 
in the upper right-hand corner of the address side an oblong diagram 
with the words, “ Place a one-cent stamp here ; ” and in the lower left- 
hand corner the following words should be printed: “This side is exclu¬ 
sive^’ for the address.” 

Nothing else than the superscription, which may be in either writing 
or print, but which must be limited to the name and address, and, if 
desired, the occupation or business of the addressee, briefly stated, will 
be allowable on the address side.

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5. The message on the cards may be either in writing or print; and 
there may also appear on the message side advertisements, illustrations, 
or other matter, printed either in black or in colors. 

6. There must be attached to every card mailed a one-cent adhesive 
postage stamp. 

7. The privilege given by the act is not intended to work a discon¬ 
tinuance of the Government postal cards. These will be issued and sold 
the same as heretofore. 

8. Private mailing cards, with written messages, cannot be mailed to 
foreign countries except at the letter rate of postage. 

Rates on specially delivered letters, ten cents on each letter in addi¬ 
tion to the regular postage. This entitles the letter to immediate deliv¬ 
ery by special messenger. Special delivery stamps are sold at postoffices, 
and must be affixed to such letters. An ordinary ten-cent stamp affixed 
to such letter will not entitle it to special delivery. The delivery at car¬ 
rier offices extends to the limits of the carrier routes. At non-carrier 
offices it extends to one mile from the postoffice. Postmasters are not 
obliged to deliver beyond these limits, and letters addressed to places 
beyond must await delivery in the usual way, notwithstanding the special 
delivery stamp, 

Prepayment by stamps invariably required. Postage on all letters 
should be fully prepaid, but if prepaid one full rate and no more, they 
will be forwarded, and the amount of deficient postage collected on de¬ 
livery; if wholly unpaid, or prepaid with less than one full rate and de¬ 
posited at a postoffice, the addressee will be notified to remit postage; 
and if he fails to do so, they will be sent to the Dead Letter Office; but 
they will be returned to the sender if he is located at the place of mailing, 
and if his address be printed or written upon them. 

Letter rates are charged on all productions by the typewritter or 
manifold process. 

Letters (but no other class of mail matter) will be returned to the 
sender free, if a request to that effect is printed or written on the en¬ 
velope. There is no limit of weight for first-class matter. 


Prepaid letters will be reforwarded from one postoffice to another 
upon the written request of the person addressed, without additional 
charge for postage. The direction on forwarded letters may be changed 
as many times as may be necessary to reach the person addressed. 

Second-Class Matter. —This class includes all newspapers, period¬ 
icals, or matter exclusively in print and regularly issued at stated intervals 
as frequently as once a year, from a known office of publication or news 
agency, to actual subscribers or news agents, and transient newspapers 
and publications of this character mailed by persons other than publish¬ 
ers. Also periodical publications of benevolent and fraternal societies, 
etc. This applies to all reports and the like made by officers of societies 
organized under the lodge system and having a membership of a thou- 
persons, and of the bulletins and proceedings of strictly professional, 
literary, historical and scientific associations and institutions, trades 
unions, etc., provided only that these be published not less often than 
four times a year, and that they be printed on and bound in paper. 
Publishers who wish to avail themselves of the privileges of the act are 
required to make formal application to the department through the post¬ 
master at the place of publication, producing satisfactory evidence that 
the organizations represented come within the purview of the law, and 
that the object of the publications is to further the objects and purposes 
of the organizations. 

Rates of postage to publishers, one cent a pound or fractional part 
thereof, prepaid by special stamps. Publications designed primarily for 
advertising or free circulation, or not having a legitimate list of sub¬ 
scribers, are excluded from the pound rate, and pay third-class rates. 

Publications sent to actual subscribers in the county where pub¬ 
lished are free, unless mailed for local delivery at a letter-carrier office. 

Rates of postage on transient newspapers, magazines or periodicals, 
one cent for each four ounces or fraction thereof. It should be observed 
that the rate is one cent for each four ounces, not one cent for each 
paper. Second-class matter will be entitled to special delivery when

postage. 

Transient second-class matter must be so wrapped as to enable the 
postmater to inspect it. The sender’s name and address may be written 
in them, but any other writing subjects the matter to letter postage. 
The name and address of the sender may also be written on the wrapper. 

Third-Class Matter. —Mail matter of the third class includes 
printed books, pamphlets, engravings, circulars (in print or by the hecto¬ 
graph, electric pen or similar process), and other matter wholly in print, 
proof-sheets, corrected proof-sheets, and manuscript copy accompanying 
the same. 

The rate on matter of this class is one cent for each two ounces or 
fraction thereof. 

Manuscript unaccompanied by proof-sheets must pay letter rates. 

Third-class matter must admit of easy inspection, otherwise it will 
be charged letter rates on delivery. It must be fully prepaid, or it will 
not be forwarded. Its wrapper must bear no writing or printing except 
the name and address of the sender and a return request. 

The limit of weight is four pounds, except single books in separate 
packages, on which the weight is not limited. It is entitled, like matter 
of the other classes, to special delivery, when special delivery stamps are 
affixed in addition to the regular postage. 

The name and address of the sender, preceded by the word “from,” 
may be written upon the package, and a simple manuscript dedication 
may appear in a book or other third-class matter. 

Fourth-Class Matter. —Fourth-class matter is all mailable matter 
not included in the three preceding classes which is so prepared for 
mailing as to be easily withdrawn from the wrapper and examined. It 
embraces merchandise and samples of every description and coin or 
specie. 


OF LETTER CARRIERS 


Rate of postage, one cent for each ounce, or fraction thereof (except 
seeds, roots, bulbs, cultings, coins , and plants, the rate on which is one 
cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof). This matter must be fully 
prepaid, or it will not be forwarded. The affixing of special delivery 
ten-cent stamps in addition to the regular postage entitles fourth-class 
matter to special delivery, (See remarks under “first-class matter”). 

Articles of this class that are liable to injure or deface the mails, such 
as glass, sugar, needles, nails, pens, etc. must be first wrapped in a bag, 
box or open envelope and then secured in another outside tube or box. 
made of metal or hard wood, without sharp corners or edges, and having 
a sliding clasp or screw lid, thus securing the articles in a double pack¬ 
age. The public should bear in mind that the first object of the depart¬ 
ment is to transport the mails safely, and every other interest is made 
subordinate. 

Such articles as poisons, explosives, 'or inflammable articles, live 
animals, insects or substances exhaling a bad odor will not be forward in 
any case. 

The regulations respecting the mailing of liquids are as follows; 
Liquids, not ardent, vinous, spirituous or malt, and not liable to ex¬ 
plosion, spontaneous combustion, or ignition by shock, or jar, and not 
inflammable (such as kerosene, naphtha or turpentine), may be admitted 
to the mails for transportation within the United States. When con¬ 
tained in glass bottles or phials, such bottles or phials must be strong 
enough to stand the shock of handling in the mails, and must be en¬ 
closed in a wooden or papier-mache block or tube not less than three- 
sixteenths of an inch thick at the thinnest part, strong enough to support 
the weight of mails piled in bags, and to resist rough handling; and 
there must be provided, between the bottle and its wooden case, a cush¬ 
ion of cork-crumbs, cotton, felt, asbestos, or some other absorbent, suffi¬ 
cient to protect the glass from shock in handling; the block or tube to 
be impervious to liquids, including oils, and to be closed by a tightly- 
fitting screw-lid of wood or metal, with a rubber or other pad so adjusted 
as to make the block or tube water-tight, and to prevent the leakage of

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the contents, in case of breaking of the glass. When enclosed in a tin 
cylinder, metal case or tube, such cylinder, case or tube should have a 
screw-lid with a rubber or cork cushion inside in order to make the same 
water-tight, and should be securely fastened in a wooden or papier-mache 
block (open only at one end), and not less in thickness and strength 
than above prescribed. It would be well always to consult the post¬ 
master in reference to the proposed mailing of liquids. The limit of ad¬ 
missible liquids and oils is not exceeding four ounces, liquid measure. 

Limit of weight of fourth-class matter (excepting liquids), four 
pounds. 

The name and address of the sender, preceded by the word “ from,” 
also the names and number (quantity) of the articles enclosed, may be 
written on the wrapper of fourth-class matter without additional post¬ 
age charge. 

Registration. —All kinds of postal matter can be registered at the 
rate of eight cents for each package in addition to the regular rate of 
postage, to be fully prepaid by stamps. Each package must bear the 
the name and address of the sender, and a receipt will be returned from 
the person to whom addressed. Mail matter can be registered at all the 
postoffices in the United States. 

The Postoffice Department or its revenue is not by law liable for the 
loss of any registered mail matter. 

For the greater security of valuable mail matter the Postmaster 
General may establish a uniform system of registration, and as a part of 
such system he may provide rules under which the sender or owners of 
first-class registered matter shall be indemnified for losses thereof in the 
mails, the indemnity to be paid out of the postal revenues, but in no 
case to exceed ten dollars for any one registered piece, or the actual value 
thereof when that is less than ten dollars, and for which no compensa¬ 
tion or reinbursement to the loser has been made: Provided, That the 
Postoffice Department or its revenues shall not be liable for the loss of 
any other mail matter on account of its having been registered. 
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The foregoing act will hereafter constitute amended Section iu31 of 
the Postal Laws and Regulations. 

Under the authority conferred upon the Postmaster General by said 
act, the following regulations are hereby published: 

Section 1134^. Indemnity for the loss in the mails of a registered 
piece of first class mail matter will be paid in accordance with limitation 
prescribed in amended Section 1031 of the Postal Laws and Regulations; 
but no application should be made for such indemnity until a reasonable 
time for investigation has elapsed, and no indemnity will be paid until 
Postoffice Inspectors have reported that proof has been made that the 
registered piece or its value is irrecoverable. 

When the sender of a lost registered piece of first-class mail matter 
is also the owner of property mailed under cover of such piece, and de¬ 
sires to make a claim for an indemnity of ten dollars or for actual value 
of the property if for less than ten dollars, application should be made 
to the postmaster who mailed the lost registered piece. The postmaster 
will call upon the Postofflce Inspector in charge of the Division in which 
the postoffice is situated, for a blank Application for Indemnity, 011 re¬ 
ceipt of which he will, in the space provided therefor, state all the par¬ 
ticulars descriptive of the lost piece and of its mailing after which the 
application and affidavit of the owner of the lost piece will be taken, and 
the nature, true value of the lost property, and the amount of claim, will 
be sworn to. The postmaster will then transmit the papers to the 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General, who will, if the case is closed, cer¬ 
tify to the loss of the piece, and that no compensation therefor has been 
made to the owners, after which he will forward the application with In¬ 
spector’s report of investigation to the Third Assistant Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral, who will review the papers and approve the claim if it is found that 
the applicant is entitled to payment. 


Section 1134^. In case the sender of a lost registered piece ol first- 
class mail matter is not the owner of the property contained in such lost 
piece, the facts should be reported to the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, who will, at the proper time, send a special blank on which the 
mailing postmaster will describe the lost piece and the particulars of 
mailing. This will be followed by the affidavit of the sender as to the 
nature, true value, and ownership of the property contained in the lest 
piece. The owner, if an applicant for indemnity, will then be furnished 
with a blank on which he will make affidavit as to the nature, true value 
of the lost property, and amount of claim. The papers when completed 
should be transmitted to the Fourth Assistant Postmaster General for 
certification and report, and thereafter they should be sent to the Third 
Assistant Postmaster General for approval, as provided in Section 1134*4. 

This order shall take effect on July 1, 1898.

There are now in operation postal conventions for the 
exchange of money orders between the United Sttates and the 
following countries, viz.: Switzerland, Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land, Germany, France, Italy, Canada and Newfoundland, 
Jamaica, New South Wales, Victoria, New Zealand, Queens¬ 
land, the Cape Colony, the Windward Islands, the Leeward 
Islands, Belgium, Portugal, Tasmania, Hawaii, Sweden, Nor¬ 
way, Japan, Denmark, Netherlands, the Bahamas, Trinidad 
and Tobago, British Guiana, Austria and Hungary. 

Upon receiving an International money order from the 
issuing postmaster, the remitter must send it, at his own cost, 
to the payee, if the latter resides in Canada, Great Britain and 
Ireland, Queensland, Cape Colony, France and Algeria, New 
Zealand, New South Wales, Victoria, Tasmania, Hawaii, 
Jamaica, Leeward and Windward Islands and Constantinople, 
Bahamas, Trinidad and Tobago, British Guiana and Hong 
Kong. 

But the order should be retained by the remitter if the 
intended beneficiary live in any of the following named coun¬ 
tries : Germany, Switzerland, Austria, Hungary, Italy, Bel¬ 
gium, Portugal, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, British India, 


Egypt, Japan, in which case it is of no value except as evidence 
of deposit of the sum therein mentioned. Another and differ¬ 
ent form of order will be forwarded to the payee by the exchange 
office in the country of payment.

The act of Congress approved June 13, 1898, entitled “An 
act to provide ways and means to meet war expenditures, ” 
fixes a tax of two cents on every order for the payment in the 
United States of any sum of money not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, and makes the same applicable to “original domestic 


money orders issued by the government of the United States ” 
on and after the first day of July, 1898. In lieu of requiring 
that revenue stamps be affixed thereto, it provides that ‘ ‘ the 
price of such money orders shall be increased by a sum equal 
to the value of the stamps.” 

In pursuance of the above cited provisions of said act, notice 
is hereby given to the posmasters at all money order post offices, 
that beginning on July 1, 1898, they must charge an additional 
fee of twcf cents for each and every domestic order issued by 
them, until otherwise ordered. 

This increase, it will be borne in mind, applies uniformly 
to “all orders for the payment of money,” whether issued by 
the government, banks, or express companies. The act applies, 
however, only to domestic money orders, without regard to the 
amounts of the orders, but not to International money orders. 
The fees for orders of the latter kind will remain as at present.

Letters bearing the Special Delivery stamp only will be for¬ 
warded,but the ordinary postage due will be collected on delivery.

Special Delivery matter intended for territory supplied by 
any of the stations is delivered from the main office by special 
messengers direct, unless it is intended for delivery at one of 
the outlying stations, when it is transferred from the Central 
Office by regular mails, and delivered by messengers attached 
to such stations.

Toledo Bicycle Industry 



Thk Lozier Manufacturing Co.’S plant in Toledo was started by 
Mr. D. R. Locke, who manufactured sewing machines. After the death 
of Mr. Locke the plant was sold to outside parties, who manufactured 
specialties, but failing to make a success in this line the property was 
offered for sale, and Mr. Joseph L. Yost went to Cleveland, where he in¬ 
terested Mr. H. A. Lozier in the plan of buying the property and starting 
a bicycle factory, which they did in 1889. The first year they manufac¬ 
tured a juvenile wheel called the Little Giant. The second year they 
made an adult wheel called Giant No. 4. Two years after Mr. J. L. Yost 
sold his interests in the plant and started a new factory, and Mr. Lozier 
took entire control, maunfacturing the Cleveland Wheel, under the man¬ 
agement of Col. Raynor, from which time the plant was greatly enlarged, 
until in 1894 it was destroyed by fire. Sixty days after its destruction 
the plant was rebuilt, and is now six times its original size, employing 
thousands of men when in full operation, and turning out from 30,000 to 
35,000 wheels each year. The pay roll runs as high as $56,000 per month, 
and the material used costs as much more per month. Mr. Lozier’s 
plants are located in Toledo, O., Tliompsonville, Conn., Toronto, Canada, 
and Westfield, Mass., and turns out about 60 000 wheels each year. The 
retail store, located in the Secor building, Toledo, is managed by Mr. 
Jack Swindeman, and is as finely fitted up as any store in the United 
States. 

The Union Manufacturing Co., one of the largest manufacturing 
institutions of the 4 City of the Lakes,” has made a reputation that ex¬ 
tends to the most distant points as makers of the handsome Viking 
Bicycles. 

This firm commenced doing business in the early ’6o’s as manufac¬ 
turers of woodenware. In 1882 large additions were made to the plant, 
and many thousands of sewing machines were marketed annually. 



I11 the fall of ’95 the birth of the Viking was announced, and about 5,000 
were sold the next season. The machines gave such universal satisfac¬ 
tion that the demand has steadily increased, until at the present time the 
management is making plans to build 20,cco bic)clcs for the season of 
’99. The manufacture of sewing machines has been discontinued and 
the woodenware business is carried on separately under the above head, 
and the wheel business under the name of the Viking Manufacturing Co. 

William Peter is .sole owner, but the business is under the manage¬ 
ment of his son, Alvin, better known as ‘‘Al,” who has successfully 
carried it through the panicky time of the past two years and placed it 
among the best paying manufacturing institutions of Toledo. 

Agencies for the Viking can be found in nearly every country, the 
foreign business being quite a factor in the total output, not only of 
bicycles, but also of woodenware. The factory is located at the corner of 
Hamilton and Bismarck streets, has 75,000 feet of floor space and is 
equipped throughout with the latest and best machinery. 

The facilities for the manufacture of high-grade bicycles cannot be 
improved upon, while the financial strength of the concern appeals to 
the agents and riders from the fact that they are assurred that the liberal 
guarantee given 011 every machine will always be lived up to. 

The city salesrooms, Nos. 334 and 336 Superior street, are well worth 
a visit, being particularly adapted for the sale of bicycles and accessor¬ 
ies, and are complete in every detail. 

Jos. L. Yost, Successor to The Yost Manufacturing Co.— One 
of the largest and most enterprising bicycle manufactories is now being 
conducted under the title of Jos. L. Yost, Successor to The Yost Manu¬ 
facturing Co. This is only one of the several enterprises which Mr. 
Yost, Treasurer-elect of Lucas County, has been instrumental in pro- 
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moting in Toledo. This company was organized and started business in 
the spring of 1892, and the factories, which have a capacity of turning 
out 20,000 bicycles per year, are located on Dorr street, near Yost Station. 
After doing a very successful business for several years, up to 1897, the 
stockholders of the Yost Manufacturing Co. decided to retire from busi¬ 
ness, and transferred their manufacturing interests to Mr. Yost, who 
since has been conducting the business as a private concern, of which he 
is proprietor. Near by the above factories are also located the factories 
of the Snell Cycle Fittings Co. and the Maumee Cycle Co., both of which 
Mr. Yost was instrumental in locating and more or less interested in. 

The Gendron Wheee Co., of Toledo, is the largest manufacturers 
of children’s vehicles in the world. They employ 650 men and have a 
yearly output of 15,000 bicycles, 20,000 baby carriages, 90,000 velocipedes, 
20,000 tricycles, 75,000 doll cabs, 100,000 steel express wagons and thous¬ 
ands of reed and rattan rockers. 

The Meieink Manufacturing Co.— A successful institution is the 
Meilink Manufacturing Co., located at 232 Cherry street, with C. L. Mei- 
link as manager Mr. Meilink is one of the old standbys in the cycle 
trade in Toledo, having been actively connected in the manufacture of 
cycles and their accessories almost since the beginning of this industry 


in Toledo. The present concern, the Meilink Manufacturing Co., was 
organized some two years ago for the manufacture of bicyle parts and 
specialties in this line, developing quite a number of new ideas in 
cycle construction, which are numbered as high-grade, distinctive feat¬ 
ures on the modern wheel. The compaii}' also devote their special 
attention to high-class machine and tool work, all kinds of electro plat¬ 
ing and fine enameling, filling a long-felt want for Toledo patrons, who- 
have heretofore been obliged to send this class of work away from 
Toledo. 

The CoeTon Cycee Co., of Toledo, was organized in 1894, and em¬ 
ploy about 100 men. The company manufacture a high grade bicycle 
called the Toledo and a cheap bicycle called the Summit. The average 
output is 8,000 bicycles. The company sells mostly to the jobbing trade. 

The Kirk Manufacturing Co. was organized in 1895 under the 
the name of The Kirk-Young Manufacturing Co. The original incor¬ 
porators were Messrs. H. J. Young, E. E. Kirk, A. W. Kirk and F. E. 
Southard. All of these gentlemen are still interested in the concern ex¬ 
cept Mr. Young, who retired in August, 1897. The company manufac¬ 
tures the famous Yale Bicycle, which is sold throughout the United 
States and abroad, and the factory is in operation almost the entire year, 
employing 250 people.

GENERAL REGULATIONS RESPECTING FOREIGN MAILS. 

Postage can be prepaid upon articles only by means of the 
postage stamps of the country in which the articles are mailed. 
Hence articles mailed in one country, addreseed to another 
country which bear postage stamps of the country to which they 
are addressed are treated as if they had no postage stamps 
attached to them. 

Unpaid letters received from the Postal Union are charge¬ 
able with 10 cents per 15 grams (L> ounce). Insufficiently pre¬ 
paid correspondence of all kinds is chargeable with double the 
amount of the deficient postage. 

Matter to be sent in the mails at less than letter rates must 
be so wrapped that it can be readily examined at the office of 
delivery, as well as the mailing office, without destroying the 
wrapper. 

Newspapers and periodicals sent in the mails to foreign 
countries other than those of the Postal Union should be 
wrapped singly. Those sent by publishers to regular sub¬ 
scribers in Canada and Mexico are transmissible as in domestic 
mails, except that packages addressed to Mexico must not ex¬ 
ceed 4 pounds 6 ounces in weight. 

The United States two cent postal card should be used for 
card correspondence with foreign countries (except Canada and 
Mexico, to which countries the one-cent card is transmissible),

but where these cards cannot be obtained, it is allowable to use 
for this purpose the United States one-cent postal card with a 
one-cent United States adhesive stamp attached thereto. 

Mail matter of all kinds received from any country of the 
Postal Union is required to be reforwarded at the request of the 
addressee, from one postoffice to another or to any foreign 
country embraced in the Postal Union, without additional 
charge for postage. 

All articles prohibited from domestic mails are also ex¬ 
cluded from circulation in the mails to and from foreign 
countries. Postal cards or letters addressed to go around the 
world will not be forwarded, being prohibited. 

Foreign mail matter addressed “ Poste Restanti," or “ Gen¬ 
eral Delivery,” and not delivered by ordinary methods, is held 
at the general delivery for two months. At the end of that 
time such letter mail is listed in the public lobbies of the post- 
office, stations and sub-stations, for two weeks, after which, if 
not delivered, it is sent to the Dead Letter Office at the expira¬ 
tion of two weeks. 

Undeliverable foreign mail address to street and number is 
listed in the public lobbies and sent to the Dead Letter Office at 
the expiration of two weeks. 

Domestic letter mail not delivered and without return card 
is listed for two weeks at the expiration of thirty days, and 
then sent to the Dead Letter Office. Undeliverable local mail 
is not listed. 

A fee of one cent is charged for the delivery of each letter 
listed in the public lobbies.
